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Joos STEPHEN NC NOBLE FAMTLY 


(Submitted by Miss Annie Turner) 


The family of Joseph Stephen Noble and his wife Catherine 
Livingston Noble entered Clarke County in 1818 as shown in Ball's 
History - page 315; also by Joseph's letter previously in the 
Fall 1979 Historical Quarterly. The descendants knew of this 
first Joseph Noble as Stephen Ncble. He brought with him two 
sons, Joseph Jr. and Daniel who was eighteen years old. Some 
say he brought four sons: Joseph Jr., Rial, Daniel and Pickney. 
Daniel was eighteen years old and Joseph twelve. 


Stephen Noble was said to have been one of the first explorers 
in western Clarke County to settle several mies from the 
Tombigbee river into the wild fures. uad deep s.armes. It is 
mot known the exact spot he built his home, but it was on 
Satilpa Creek in what is now known as Prospect. There is a 
spring in the Otis Hare pasture, previously owned by the Wash 
Etheredge family, called the Noble Spring. It is thought the 
family used water from this spring. Stephen made his first 
crop there. In the fall he sent for his family and they came 
with servants bringing hogs, sheep and goats. 


Stephen had six sons: Rial, Daniel, Joseph, Robert, Samuel and 
Stephen Pickney. His four daughters were Martha, Emily, 
Elizabeth and Jane. As the children married they moved further 
north into the willderness on Tallahatta where they bought 
acres and acres of land, some as little as twentyfive cents 

per acre. Stephen died in the. 1850s, leaving his land to his 
children. The sons went about clearing land, building their 
homes and at the same time contending with wild animals and 
Indians. Rial & Joseph were in the Creek and Seminole war. 


Joseph built a substantial two-stery house that stood for many 
years after his death in 1883. Family nistory tells us that 
the lumber in his house was cut in Demopolis and brought 

down the river on barges. The house burned a number of 

years ago. Rial's house, still owned by descendants, is not 
occupied. It was built along the same plan as Joseph's. No 
doubt the lumber was brought down on barges. The material in 
this house is good and not beyond repair a

Stephen Pickney Noble was the fourth son of Joseph and Aseneth 

Noble. He-lived with his parents until he was grown. During 
that time he attended West Bend Academy. After leaving home he 
went to Thomasville where he b built pene: Kimbrough h house that_has 
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been named as one of the oldest homes in Thomasville. He lived 


with the Kimbrough family and he and Mr. Kimbrough formed a 
partnership and began operating a general merchantile company 
at Woods Bluff, comuting by horseback every day. One of them 
stayed at night and the other in the day. They met half way 
and exchanged mounts, thus leaving the store without'a keeper 
for a short time. Stephen Pickney died in Thomasville in 

in 1906. Stephen was never married. ;

~"A year later, 80-year-old Hollis 
Noble has published a book of 
poems, won a prize in a poetry 
contest and almost daily buts his 
thoughts in verse. 

-T’m proud of my poems,”’ 
Noble said. ‘‘Everyone seems to 
like them.”’ 

. Noble’s knack for verse comes 
naturally. After completing the 
third grade, he worked on his 
father’s farm and later at Ingalls 
Shipbuilding for 30 years. 
-'Noble began writing poems a 
year ago following the death of 
his wife. 

- “He has time to write now,” 
said Sherry Flemming, his 
daughter who lives near him on 
Hollis Lane on the banks of Fort 
Bayou in Vancleave. ‘‘Mama 
kept him so busy, he didn’t have 
time to write.” 

- Dixie Stine, a family friend, 
compares Noble to Grandma 
Moses, who like Noble began her 
artistic career as a senior 


citizen, “His poems are simple - 


yet elegant. He is just amazing.” 
‘‘He is amazing,’’ Mrs. 


Flemming agreed. ‘“‘We can be —

VANCLEAVE — Syrup- 
making has been a part of life.for 
more than 100 years in the Noble 
family of Fort Bayou. Tucked 
away in a quiet corner of 
Vancleave is a special part of the 
past that is still in use today. 


Sonny Boy Noble, a retiree 
from Keesler A.F.B., spends 
most of his time farming, but he 
sets aside a part of the year, 
October and November, to con- 
tinue a family tradition that has 
been passed down by genera- 
tions — Syrup-makin’ time: 

A mill that was once powered 
by fuel wood and mules is now 
modernized to use butane gas 
and diesel engines.

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A Bit of History 


Mr. Gretis Nobles and Mrs.Carrie Powe Nobles was 
married June 2, 1929 in Coffeeville, Alabama. Justice of 
Peace Clarence Mack (deceased) performed the ceremony. 
Their witnesses were Mrs. Geneva Sellers McCaskey and 
Mr. Johnny Scruggs Sr. step brother of Grettis. Both 
witnesses are deceased. 

Carrie was the youngest child of Deacon John Powe 
and Carrie Pace Powe. She was very an active person who 
like to sing in church. Carrie also liked to sing the blues, 
until one Sunday she started to sing the wrong song in 
church. She started singing a blues song rather than a 
gospel hymn. From then on she only sung gospel 
(remember mama). Her mother kept her close; she didn’t 
want her last child to leave the nest. She told her “she 
would see the young man that got her.” Little did she 
know that she was watching the wrong man. She had no 
idea that the young man that came around as her daughter 
friend and who also came over to chop wood and talk. 
Would be the one to steal her daughter away. Carrie went 
to church that Sunday with her cousins, Mrs. Annie and 
Kylas Mitchell. Her mother made her wear her best blue 
dress. She wanted her daughter to look nice. She was going 
to the Anniversary of the Rev. Johnny Raines (deceased). 
Little did she know, this was the day her daughter was 
getting married. Carrie left out of church, where Grettis 
was waiting. They went up the road, a short distance, 
married and returned to church. Carrie was afraid to face 
her mother, she was determined to make this marriage 
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work, and it did. They lived with Grettis mother for 6 
months and every since they have made it own their on. 
Gretis was the 2™ child born to Charlie Nobles and 
Henrietta Law Nobles. He was a quiet young man, who 
was well mannered, intelligent, and a little sneaky. He 
sneaked away the last child from our grandmother nest. 
Gretis believe that friendship should come before a 
relationship. He married his friend. They have 12 
children, 7 girls and 5 boys. 
Our father was the breadwinner of the family. He worked 
most of his years on the farm and raised most of our food. 
He worked for Tuner Timberland for 37 years. He has 
been a deacon at Cedar Point Baptist Church for 46 years. 
He was Director of B.T.U. for 20 years, and chairman of 
the deacon board. 

Our mother stayed at home. She was a great mother who 
related to her children. She talked with us, played with us, 
and taught us right from wrong. She lived the life she 
talked about. She was a great cook. Any job she did, she 
did it well. She often quoted words of wisdom to us. She 
saw to us going to church and school. We had many chores 
to do especially, the boys. Our mother was a little short 
lady that could swing a switch. She did not whip us often, 
but when she did you knew you had been whipped. 
Momma would tell us that a “liar was the worst person on 
God’s earth.” You can imagine what she did to you if you 
were caught lying. As we grew older her words was “what 
goes around come around.” She still uses these words 
today. There were many other expressions she gave us 
down through the years.

We thank you for all the words of 
wisdom you have shared with us. But most importantly we 
thank you for your love.
